And further recommended that Rule 104 be rescinded. 

The object of the alteration to Rules 29 and 57 is to do away with 
the engrossment of all bills after passing their second reading 
which under a strict construction of these rules seem to make the 
engrossment compulsory. The rescinding of Rule 104 naturally fol- 
lows the alterations to Rules 29 and 57. 

By these alterations the Senate ig not prevented from at any time 
at its pleasure ordering the engrossment of any resolution or bill. 

By the alterations suggested it is hoped that a larger expense 
Will be saved.

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COMMISSION REPORT. 

The Legislature of the Republic of Hawaii: 

We have carefully examined the Nuuvanu Pali with reference to 
the construction of a new wagon road. 
On the south side the gentle slope into Nuuanu Valley presents no 
difficulties, on the north side there is a very rocky slope., Here 
a line of road with a grade of 18 1/4 per cent was located by W. R. 
Lawrence in 1882. This location runs through the lowest pass with 
a cut of thirteen feet at the summit. 
A line was located by W. N. Brunner in 1889 with a grade of 8 rer 
cent, and construction was begun on this line the same year. In 
Place of a steep grade in the old road approaching the Pali from 
the south side, about one-fourth of a mile of new road was built on 
a grade of 6 per cent, also about 400 feet over the summit and at 
the beginning of the descent on the north side. These two pieces of 
road are not yart of the travelled road. On the same location a 
length of 4,000 feet was constructed at the lowest end of the grade. 
This portion has not been used. Both of these lines and the present 
road are shown on the accompanying map. The accomranying profile 
across the Pali shows a possible tunnel. iI+s value is not commensu- 
rate with its cost. The grade of the turnel shown here passes two 
hundred feet below the summit of the gap. The summit of the grade 
is 90 feet higher, or only 110 feet lower than the gap. The north- 
ern rortal of the tunnel would be on a very steer slore, along which 


the grade would be continued. A tunnel as shown would shorten the 
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road nearly half a mile. i* would however be an objectionable fea- 
ture of a wagon road. Its cost would be about $70,000.00 while the 
cost of the rest of the road would be reduced comparatively little 
thereby. 
Taking into consideration the nature of the traffic and the topo- 
graphy, as well as the grades and the conditions of the roads lead- 
ing to the Pali, we think that a grade of 8 per cent is a suitable 
one, and that the line located by Mr..Brunner presents the most 
economic location for the road. The fact tzat the road has been 
partly constructed on this line is an additional reason for adopting 
it. The amount already expended is $10,000.00 of this amount $300. 
was paid for the location and survey. 

The deflection of this line towards the east is favorable for 
a future road to Waimanalo. 
The danger from the falling of loose rocks from above the road ap- 
Pears to be no worse on this line than on other possible lines, and 
in any case can be almost wholly prevented. 
The length of road remaining to be built is 1 1/2 miles as stated, 
of 8 per cent a usual width of 20 feet and in no case less than 12 
feet. We estimate the cost of completing the road, including macad- 
amizing, at $45,000.00. 
There are several steep grades between Honolulu and the Pali which 
can easily be improved. A large portion of the road is rough and 
is kept so by allowing the road to become the bed of a stream du- 


ring heavy rains. The cost of preventing damage would here be much 
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less than the cost of repairs, with the further advantage of having 
a good road at all times. There is no special difficulty in proper- 
ly draining the road.

Your Committee on Education having heia under considera- 


tion the items of the Appropriation Bill pertaining to the Bureau 
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of Public Instruction find that, owing to the increase in the number 
of pupils, the duties of the Inspector General of Schools have been 
growing in importance and difficulty, and that no one person can 
fully attend to them. 

Also that the District of Honolulu, taking both Government and 
Independent Schools into account, contains about one-third of the 
school children of the country. 

We would recommend the salary of Deputy Insrector and School 
Agent for Honolulu pass as in the Bill. 

We find also that there has been an actual growth in the du- 
ties of the Clerk and Secretary, and that the duties required of him 
are such that only a first class man can fill them; that the Board 
of Education asked for a slight increase in his ray, but that it 
has been reduced in the Bill to $3,000.00 -which is $1,800.00. lower 
than it was last period-. 

We recommend that it pass at $3,600.00. 

We find that the Pay Roll of the English, Hawaiian and Common 
Schools during the last few months of the last biennial period 
amounted to about $15,000. a month, and that if the growth of the 
present period corresponds with that of the last, it will amount to 
over $17,000., before the end of the period. 

We recommend that the item pass at $16,000. a month or $384,000.00, 
We recommend to strike out the next item of $12,000. for additional 
support of English, Hawaiian and Common Schools for 1897.

Your Committee interviewed Mr. Marsden, the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, and also Professor Koebele, relative to the work that 
has been accomplished in this branch of the Government and the plans 
for the present Biennial Period. 

The Rerort of this Bureau which undoubtedly gives fully an 
account of their work, is in the hands of the printer and will not 
come into the hands of the Senate for distribution before the appro- 
priation for the Bureau will come up for consideration. We will 
therefore give briefly an outline of the work accomplished. 

Mr. Marsden, as Commissioner of Agriculture, has charge of the 
old Government Nursery, and e new Nursery in Makiki Valley where 
the: are trying all kinds of foreign tropical fruits. He also has 
charge of the Makiki forests above Punchbowl. We are tolia that he 
has imrorted about thirty new varieties of fruit trees, besides 200 
varieties of tree seeds that they are endeavoring to propagate. 

They have also introduced a number of varieties of fiber 
Plants and grasses which have been planted in the Nursery, and also 


distributed throughout the Islands. We understand that they dis- 
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tributed from the Nursery, throughout the Islands last year, 14500 
trees and planted out and cultivated 27500 forest trees. 

The office work of the Derartment undoubtedly takes up most 
of Mr. Marsden's time. He has a large correspondence with other 
countries relative to trees, shrubs, plants and grasses it may be 
of benefit to introduce here. He is also constantiy called upon to 
reply to letters from abroad, relative to the agricultural products 
of this country, by parties who contemplate coming here to reside. 

But the most important work of this Department in connection 
with Professor Koebele, is and has been the study of the insect 
pests and blights of this country, and of the lady bugs and para- 
sites that will feed upon and destroy these rests, and also the in- 
troduction, the colonising and distribution of these lady bugs 
throughout the Islands. 

Professor Koebele, an entomologist of recognized ability, has 
for twenty years made a thoroughly practical use of his knowledge of 
entomology in his study of insect pests and of the bugs in the in- 
sect kingdom who feed upon and destroy these pests, and your Commit- 
tee feel that this Government is fortunate in having secured his 
Valuable services. 

He informs us that there are about 1600 varieties of lady bugs 
that are known. Of this number 200 varieties are injurious to vege- 
tation--it ig therefore absolutely necessary that a thorough ento- 
mologist should superintend this work, or varieties of lady bugs 


might be introduced that would be more harmful to our agricultural 
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products than the rests we now have. 

When Professor Koebele was first employed by this Government 
he made a careful study of the pests of this country. Since then 
he has srent most of his time in Australia, Ceylon, Japan and China, 
studying the pests of those countries and the bugs that destroy them 

From these countries he has sent here 250 varieties of lady 
bugs in large quantities, all of which feed upon and destroy the 
forty or more kinds of insect pests we have in this country. The 
results, as we all know, are very gratifying and satisfactory--- 
the blights here that threatened to ruin the coffee industry, that 
attacked the orrange and other classes of fruit and ornamental 
trees, also sugar cane, are being gradually cleaned out. 

In carrying on this work Professor Koebele acknowledges with 
Pleasure the valueble assistance that Mr. Marsden, who takes a live 
interest in the work, renders him at this end of the line. 

The proposition is that the Professor should now visit Mexico 
and the Central American States with a view to obtaining toads and 
bats or insects to clean out the beetles and worms so damaging to 
cane fields and pastures and vegetation gereraliy. 

Your Committee heartily approves of the passage of the items 
for this important branch of the Governmert, as given in the Appro- 
priation Bill, with the exception that the item, "Forester, Makiki" 
be increased from $1800 to$2040. This is recommended by Mr. 
Marsden. 


We would state that one half of the amount that Professor 
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Koebele receives for salary and exrenses is raid by the Planters 
Association.

Your Miscellaneous Committee to which was referred the 
item of "Running Exrenses of the Government Electric Lights" in the 
Appropriation Bill, have not had time and have not thought it best 


to take time, to search ag thoroughly and systematically into the 
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matter as they would wish to do in lieu of its importance, on ac- 
count of the delay it would cause to the Appropriation Bill. 

Any change in the present system would be a very important 
matter and would take a considerable amount of time in Committee for 
gaining all information desired and for discussion. The item in 
question being the only item of the Arprorriation Bill under dis- 
cussion, your Committee has not thought best to make any consider- 
able delay. 

The matter has had earnest consideration and the following facts 
are taken from documents furnished by the Minister of the Interior. 
Without burdening the Members of the Senate with all of the details 
which have come to our attention, the results of the investigation 
are presented. 

The y~roposed system of lighting the streets and the Government De- 
partments in the various parts of the city by the Hawaiian Electric 
Company would cost probably over $200.00 per month more than the 
present system and would take the water rower in Nuuanu Valley from 
the control of the Government. Your Committee feels that whatever 
may pe the advantages claimed for the rroposed system, the Government 
is not in a condition at present to inercase the appropriation. 
There is arpended to this Report a copy of the communication just 
received from the Superintendant of Public Works, which states that 
should the Government in the future wish to turn over to the Hawaii- 
an Electric Comrany the surply of power for the incandescent lights 


now used, there is sufficient water rower to furnish a much larger 
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number of street lights, which the Sup't. of Publie Works thinks 

are much needed. The cost of the street lights takes much the larg- 
er part of the appropriation, and at some additional exrense this 
plan might be adopted in the future without giving up the control 
of the present plant and water supply. 

Section 14 of the Session Laws of 1892 has the following 
paragraph, "The Minister of the Interior is hereby prohibited from 
alienating in any manner, the ownership and control of the Govern- 
ment over the Government water supply or power froduced therefrom, 
or the Government Electric Light Plant." 

In view of the necessity of amending the laws, if any change 
be made, your committee have felt that it would not be wise to under 
-take anything of the kind at this Session, and therefore we would 
recommend that the item pass at the original amount of $13,200.00.

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If the Govermment should abandon the incandescent light system 
and arrly the whole water rower at present available, to lighting 
the streets, it will be practicable to run 200 Are lights or about 
double the present number. 

Even in case of dry season, the water which it is possible to 
store during moonlight nights, would probably enable us to keer up 
the full number of lights during dark nights. 

To make this change it would be necessary to provide each 
Department with means to pay for its own lights, and also to provide 
the cost of lamps, wire and roles for as many additional lights as 
should be decided upon, at the rate of $125.00 per light. 75 ad- 
ditional lights would require an appropriation of $9,400.00. ‘he 
running expense would be covered by the present atpropriation.

TO THE LEGISLATURE OF 
THE REPUBLIC OF HAWAII. 

The undersigned residents of the District of Honolulu, 
resrectfully represent to your Honorable Body that the subject of 
Water and Water Rights is one of great and growing importance in 
this country; 

That the present system of adjudicating water rights may 
have been satisfactory in early times when the judicial system of 
the Country was not fully established, and when interests in water 
were of comparatively smali importance, but that is now cumbersoms 
and inadequate to meet the rresent conditions; 

For example, there are now likely at any time to be con- 
troversices over water rights involving tens of thousands of dollars 
worth of froferty, all of which under the existing law, must first 
pe heard and passed upon by the local water commissioner. Such 
cases involve an investigation and consideration of intricate ques- 


tions of fact and a consideration of the litigation and principles 
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governing water rights both in this country and elsewhere of an ex- 
ceedingly complicated character; 

While all the Water Commissioners are responsible reople they 
are not familiar with law, and are not a suitable tribunal to rass 
uron questions necessarily involving a Knowledge of law. 

It is resrectfully submitted that the respective courts of 
the Rerubliie are far better qualified to rass upon the questions 
involved in water controversies than are the Commissioners arrointed 
under the existing law. 

Your Petitioners therefore pray that the existing water right 
law may be so amended as to give both the District Justices and the 
Judges of the Circuit Court at Chambers jurisdiction, so that in 
case rarties have a comparatively insignificant controversy, it may 
be brought before and heard by the local District Court, but if it 
is one involving great interests and comrlicated questions, it may 
pe brought before a Judge having know edge of such matters, in the 
first instance.

the Minister of Finance as provided by Section 18. We do not think 
that the action of the Legislature is contrary to Section 19, nor do 
we think that the Auditor General has any supervision over the ac- 
counts and payments incurred during its session, nor do we think 
that the intention of the Audit Act was to confer upon the Legisla- 
ture a further title of "pubiic accountants".

The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred an Act to 
amend, add to and consolidate the Laws relating to certain Denen, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

They recommend in the Title and in the Rerealing Section of 


the proposed Act, that those rortions thereof which read as follows: 
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"Charter 49 of the laws of 1874 relating to Peddling Imported Goods" 
pe stricken out, as the Act named nas alircady.been rerealed by Act 
47 of the Laws of the Provisional Goverrmert. The object being at 
that time to do away with the reddling of imported goods, this was 
done at the request of the Country Merchants, who complained of the 
competition of reddiers, this Committee has therefore thought it be 
better not again to license the reddling of imported goods, and rec- 
ommend that the Seetions thereto appertaining be stricken out. The 
licenses to be issued are all arranged alphabetically, the first on 
the list is Alcohol, there has pees no change in the license fee, 
the law for the sale of methylated spirits and alcohol is vased upon 
that rassed by the Legislature at the Srecial Session last year. 

The next is a license to carry on an Agency, Real Estate Stock or 
Loan Business, this is new and the license is rut at $50. ‘The 
license for Awa in the District of Honolulu under tne old law is 
$500. for each license of which there are three, two licenses for 
Lahaina, Wailuku and Hilo at $800. each, all other.districts $100. 
each. The proposed Act makes the License for Honolulu at $1,000. a 
year, we think this is too much end recommend $750., the Districts 
of Wailuku and Hilo, we recommend as in the Act $500., Lahaina we 
recommend at $300., and all the other Districts at $100. each as in 
the Bill proposed. The Auction License nas beer. increased from 
$500. to $600 for Honolulu, from $15. to $25. for all other Dis- 
tricts under the rroposed Act, no commissions go to te Government. 


Banking License is inereased from $500. to $750. A Barber's license 
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is new and is put at $15., we recommend the fee for a Barber's li- 
cense be placed at $50. Billiards and Bowling Alley License has no 
change from the existing law. The same as to Boats and Boatmen. 
Beef or Pork Butcher's license under the old law was $20. this is 
increased to $40. in Honolulu, and is left at $20. for all other 
Places. Commercial Travellers or Druzmers from foreign countries 
have heretofore been under a heavy license, $500. for Honolulu, 
Island of Oahu and $250. for any other city, town or district. The 
Act under consideration puts the license at $100. in justice to our 
own merchants, who have store rent, clerk hire and taxes to pay, we 
think the license of $100. is too little and recomend the license 
be placed at $500. for Honolulu and $250. for any other city, town 
or district in the Rerublic of Hawaii as under the existing law. 
The licensing of Doctors and Dentists is new and the fee is placed 
at $50. The Act under consideration proposed no change in regard 
to the licensing of fire-arms, we recommend that the license to 
hunt with fire-arms be extended over the whole of the Republic and 
not confined to Honolulu as at present. The licensing of lawyers 
is new, and is put at $50. for the higher Courts and $25. in the 
lower. Livery Stable license is unchanged as to Honolulu, but any 
person residing in the Districts of Wailuku and Hilo wiii hereafter 
have the privilege of paying $25. a year if he wishes to carry on 
the Livery Stable business at either of those places., Under our 
laws as now existing, euch person hiring horses was compelled to pay 


$2. a year for each horse let out for hire, this is repealed and 
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will hereafter come under the livery stable provision. 

Lodging, Tenement House, Hotels, Boarding Houses and Restaurants, 
the only change in the license fee is from $2. for a lodging or ten- 
ement house to $20. A provision is made to excerpt private families 
from taking one or more boarders, we recommend that such exception 
be limited to not more than four persons. There has been no change 
proposed in the fee for a Merchandise license. The ree for dairying 
or selling milk in Honolulu has been $25. and no change is made as 
to the fee, but Wailuku and Hilo are ineluded by this Act, the law 
excepts cows kept for rrivate use and tne furnishing of surplus milk 
to neighbors, as this exception has been taken advantage of and ren- 
dered the existing law of very little effect, we recommend that the 
number of cows kert for private use and surplus milk to be sold from 
them be limited to three. The licensing of Notaries Public, Agents 
to take Acknowledgements to labor contracts &¢c. is new, and we rec- 
ommend the license. Peddling of imported goods we recommend that 

no license be issued, and that that portion of this Act be stricken 
out. Peddiing Cake license has had no change. Under the head of 
Poisonous Drugs, we recommend the heading read Poisonous or other 
Drugs and Medicines, and also a corresronding change through the 
sections following, and belonging to that portion of the Act. The 
license for rublic show has been put at $10. for each performance, 
under the existing law $5. for each rerfcrmance or $10. a week for 

a long rerio@. The license for sale of Salmon has peen inereascd 


to $20., a raise of $10. The license for Tobacco, Cigars and Ciga- 


rettes is new, and is placed at $50. The license for Vehicles and 
Drivers has hot been changed. We recommend the insertion of two 
new licenses for carrying on Business, namely, Boot and Shoe Manu- 
facturers, and that the license shall pe $20., also the business of 
Tailoring, and the license for Honolulu be placed at $50, and $20. 
for the other districts, places or towns of the Republic. 
We recommend thet the Billi pass.

oniy of Honolulu, but of all the Isiands, from whom we have received

assurances of their support, resrectfully represent to your honor- 
able body the following facts:- 

That the majority of the Portuguese residents and tax-payers 
of these islands were invited and eneouraged to come here by the 
fast and present governments of the country. 

That they immigrated to these shores not only as laborers but 
for the purpose of becoming permanent settlers. 

That after years of hard labor mostiy under the pernicious 
contract system, many of them have, through their industrious habits, 
become settlers in divers ways. 

That they,nave brought with them or taken unto themselves here 
families, which, during their residence of sixteen years, have large 
-ly increased so that their total number now exceeds 13,000 souls. 

That the invasion during the last rew years of Chinese and 
Japanese, into these islands has peen such that the remuneration of 
labor has teen reduced to such a figure that it has become almost 
impossible for European and other working men to subsist on the wa- 
ges offered. 

That at the same time the cost of living has not materially 
been reduced while the taxes on the poorer classes have been stead- 
ily increased out of proportion with the taxes paid by large land 
owners and corporations, who not only by law are well rrotected, but 
by their great influence in the general affairs of the country. 

That the Portuguese residing here are finding themselves under 


reculiar conditions, far away from home, and, owing to the isolation 
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of these islands, prevented from seeking new fields to better their 
conditions and to ensure the future frosyerity of themselves and 
families. 

That under these circumstances we find ourselves in a position 
not only affecting the present grown up generation but also the 
large number of our chiidrer: born or reared here, and whose future 
is cast in Hawaii as their country. 

That as a class we d not claim to be entitled to any serarate 
rrivileges from any other class although we feel that our peculiar 
circumstances imrose a moral responsibility for the future of our- 
selves and our children on the shoulders of those who brought us 
here. 

THEREFORE WE, residents and tax-payers of the Hawaiian Repub- 
lie, respectfully pray your honorable body to adort measures during 
this session of the Legislature which will further restrict Chinese 
and Japanese immigration into this country; that laws be passed re- 
sulting in a more equitable system of taxation, and that means may 
be devised for the better protection of the interests of the labor- 
ing classes in these islands. 

And your Petitioners will ever pray.

The eight inhabited islands of the 
frour would still be represented by the bars in the right 
hand lower corner, and we should also have in addition a 
representation of the Hawaiian flag. The surcharged star 


would have additional significance by so doing. 
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The Tabu Sticks as shown in the Exhibit would hardly be 
recognized by a Hawaiian as neither the staff nor the 
ball are suggestively drawn. They are correctiy shown in 
the Great Seal of the Monarchy, and if represented at all 
should be significant by being correct. 

SUPPORTERS- The figure of Kamehamena I., should convey the idea of 
@ monarch or one in authority. If this idea is to be con 
~veyed, there would be necessitated the removal of the 
band from over the shoulder and the alteration of the 
fisherman's malo, as shown in the Exhibit, to the royal 
malo, by lengthening it to the Knees, 

CREST & MOTTO- We would suggest that the rays of the rising sun 
should be as in Exhibit A rather than as shown in the 
original exhibit, and that the different letters of the 
legend be all in the same style. For instance, in the 
word Hawaii there are two different styles of the letter 
A, and in the word Republic the letter U, is different 
from the U in the word Ua. 

FURTHER ACEESSCRIESs We would lastly suggest that a drawing of the 
ever familiar and suggestive land mark, our own grand 
old Diamond Head, be given the rosition at the bottom of 
the shield in place of the fabulous Phoenix. This will 
make the Seal a characteristic one, which your Committee 
think is desirous. 


Your Committee would earnestly ask that these suggestions be 
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given careful consideration by the members of the Senate, as some of 
them are of great importance, or the significance of the seal will 
be in a large measure lost.

Whereas; it is a measure unprecedented to impose such a tax 
uron the members of liberal professions, who rrom time immemorial

Whereas, if this measure is designed for the rrotection of

the public against the admission of unworthy or incompetent fersons 
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into the mecical ,rofession, it will not serve the same purpose that 
would be served by a statute, or rrovision, that should deny to an 
ineomretent or unworthy person the right to practise medicine at 
all;

No. 9, relating to Internal Taxes, rerort that they have had the 
game under consideration and recommend the following amendments 
thereto, viz. 

First. That Section 16 of said Act be amended to read as fol 
~1OWS 3 

"Section 16. All real and personal froperty and the interest 
of any rerzson in any real or ysersonal prorerty shall be assessed 
serardtely as to each item thereof for its full cash value. 

"Proveided, however, that in all cases where real and personal 
property or several classes or kinds or parcels of real or rersonal 
property resrectively, are combined and made the basis of an enter- 
Prise for profit, the combined froperty forming such basis of such 
enterprise for profit, shall be assessed as a vhole on its fair and 
reasonable aggregate value. 

"In estimating the aggregate value of each such enterprise for 
Profit there shall be taken into consideration the net profits made 
by the same, and all other facts and considerations which reasonably 
and fairly bear upon such valuation. 

"In ascertaining the aggregate value of the yroperty constitu- 
ting an enterrrise for rrofit for the purpose indicated by this 


Section, there shall be excluded tnerefrom the value of shares, in 
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other Hawaiian Corporations, held or owned by such enterprise, and 
all property on which specific taxes are levied. 

"And further provided, that when any real estate or house is 
leased or rented, the sum of eight years' rental thereof shall be 
the assessmer.t value of such real estate or house, unless such valu- 
ation shall be manifestly unfair or unjust." 

Second. By adding a new Section after Section 66, to be 
called Section 67, to be worded as follows, viz. 

"Section 87. If any of the prorerty by this Act directed to 
be returned shall consist of real and personal property, or several 
classes or kinds or parcels of real or personal property resrective- 
ly, which are combined and made the basis of an erterfprise for prof- 
it, the yerson making the return shall give a detailed descrirtion 
of such jrorerty and atate the aggregate value thereof, taking into 
consideration the net profit made by the same, and all other facts 
and considerations which reasonably and fairly bear uron such valu- 
ation. 

‘Me shall state wnat, if any, the net profits of such enter- 
prige have been during the twelve months next preceding. and if 
known, what sale or sales of stock or other interest in such enter- 
rrise have taken place during the twelve months next preceding, 
giving the name of the person selling, the person ruying, the number 
of shares or proportion of interest sold upon each sale; and, when 
known, the purchase price thereof.” 


Third. By adding four new sections after Section 80, to be 
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called Sections 81, 82, 83 and 84,,and to be worded as follows, viz. 

"Arpeal to Supreme Court. 

Section 81. if any tax arreal court shall reduce the valua- 
tion of any property below the valuation placea thereon by the Asses 
-gor so that such reduction shaill amount to five thousand dollars 
or upwards; 

Or shell value the rroperty of any tax-peyer at Five Thousand 
Dollars or more, greater than the valuation placed thereon in his 
tax return hy the person making the return thereof; 

The tax Assessor or the tax-puyer as the case may be, may at 
any time within twenty days appeal to the Surreme Court from such 
decision of such tax appeal court, by filing a notice of appeal, and

Section 82. Upon any Arreal being perfected as aforesaid 
the Chairman of the Tax Apreal Court from which such Appeal ‘s ta- 
ken shall immediately certity ur to the Supreme Court the record of 
all proceedings had before such Tax Arreal Court, in and concerning 
such cause, in which certificate there shall be set forth: 

(1) The valuation of the property in disrute, claimed by the asses

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(2) The valuation of the same, claimed by the tax-payer. 
(3) The valuation placed thereon by the Tax Apreal Court. 

"Such Certificate shall be accompanied by a copy of the evi- 
dence taken before such Tax Apreal Court and the decision of such 
Court in such case. 

"Evidence on Apreal to Supreme Court. 

Section 883. Urpon any Apreel to the Supreme Court under the 
Provisions of this Act, the evidence taken before the Tax Arreal 
Court in connection with such appealed cause shall be considered by 
the Supreme Court, and it may also in its discretion'aliow further 
evidence to be introduced by either party... 

"Costs on Apreal to Supreme Court. 

Section 84. The costs of any such Apreal to the Supreme 
Court to be paid by the tax-rpayer if the decision of such Court is 
against him, shall be the same as in other appeals to the Supreme 
Court. 

"No costs shall be assessed to or payable by the assessor, 

"If the decision of such Court is in favor of the tax-payer, 
he shall not ray any of the costs of such apreal.”

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Your Committee on Public Lends and Internal Improvements, to 
whom was referred a Petition of Residents and Tax-Payers of the 
District known as the "Plains" asking for "protection from fire, by 
having a suitable building erected and equipped with proper fire 
extinguishing apparatus, and an efficient force of Firemen stationed 
in some central location in the District" have had the matter under 
consideration; and it is a matter of great importance to all proper- 
ty holders in that District, it being too.far away for the regular 
Fire Department of Honolulu to give them much or any aid in the 
event of a Fire, so that some immediate yrovision for their rrotect- 
ion is quite necessary. 

We find in the Retort of the Minister of the Interior on pages 
82 and 83, is an estimate, reconmiending this same measure, at a 
cost of about $14,560.00, by Mr. Hunt, Chief of the Honolulu Fire 
Derartment. There are also several lots of land now owned by the 
Government, in central locations, ,suitable for the purpose as the 
large School lot on the corner of Beretania and Piikoi streets, one 
corner of which might be used for a Fire Engine Building; or a 
corner of the new Base Ball Grounds on Piikoi Street, or the old 
base ball ground which is bounded by four streets, or some other 
suitable central location. 

Your Committee consider that some items in the estimate above 
referred to, are ratner high and could be done for less and answer 
the purrtose; and we recommend that the Petition be granted,,and that 


the sum of ten thousand dollars be arrrorriated for the purpose of 
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erecting a building, procuring a Chemical Engine, with the necessary 
arrurtenances, and to pay the running exrenses of the same for the 
Period.

Answer, The sum of Five Thousand Dollars has been inserted in 


the Arrrorpriation Bill for this rurpose. 
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7. is Honakaa landing a Government or a private landing? If it 
is a Government landing, why are tolls levied upon freights landed 
there from Honolulu? 

Answer. Honakaa Landing is a private landing. 

In 1892 -$10,060.00 was arrropriated in aid of a landing at Honakaa 
which amount was expended. This landing was swept away shortly 
afterwards, and since then the Honakaa Sugar Co., have built a land- 
ing at Honakaa and kept the same in repair, without any assistance 
from the Government. Therefore this landing does not come under the 
provisions of Seetion 4, Chapter XLIV. of the Session Laws of 1892. 
Which regulates the charges at landings under certain conditions.

In the matter of the inquiry of Senator Holstein as to 
the laying out of Homesteads in thet District, I would state that I 
take his inquiry to refer to the land of Awini in the very rough and 
difficult section between Pololu and Waimanu. 


No arplications or indications of a desire for homesteads in 
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that locality have reached tnis office, but it is the intention of 
the Public Land Commission to meet as rapidly as possible, any de- 
mands for homesteads wherever existing. 

There are numerous retitions on file for the laying out of 
homesteads in other localities, and signed by numerous petitioners, 
which would naturally have precedence, so that it is not possible to 
indicate when the Kohala work could be undertaken.

The above amounts are those actually shown on the vouchers accompany

was no special appropriations named for these two roads; the vouch-

given as labor on roads of the district for the time that work was 
actually performed during the quarter and it is therefore possible 
that the amounts named for the two roads as above do not actually 
cover ali the cost thereof for repairs.

Mr..Brown for Judiciery Conmittee rresented the following: 
President of the Senate, 

Sir: 

The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred Senate Bill 
No. 27, being An Aet entitied "An Act to amend the Act to.regulate 
the issuing of patents and to aid a new Section to be called Seet- 
ion 9", beg to rerort as follows: 

The object of the Bili referred, is to extend the terms of 
existence of a Patent from ten to fifteen years, which wiil make 
the term similar in time to that existing in other countries or very 
nearly so. I+ is also proposed to provide for the re-issue of Pat- 
tents when through inadvertence, accident or mistake, and without 
fraudulent or decertive intention a Patentee discovers that the 
Patent is inoperative or invalid by reason of a defective or insuf- 
ficient srecification, or by claiming more than he nad a right to 
do. The matter of re-issue is taker. almost verbatim rrom the U. $. 
Patent Law, and we think should be made law here, The Committee 


has thought it better to rrerare a substitute, as the Act referred 
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needed many corrections both in the title as well as in the differ- 
ent sections or subject matter. The Comittee has also thought it 
pest to allow for the issuing of Patents in the name of an assignee, 
as under the existing law as interpreted by the Government, no such 
power is given the Minister of the Interior, and Patents are only 
issued to the discoveror or inventor, they therefore in the substi- 
tute Act insert a new Section to be called Section 16, to cover 
that matter,

TO THE LEGISLATURE OF THE REPUBLIC CF IIAWAII. 

GENTIELIEN : 

The undersigned, a Commission atpointed by the President, 

pursuant to a Joint Resolution of the Senete and House of Represent- 
atives, to consider the use of Electricity for Street Railways in 


Honolulu and vicinity, and the granting of a franchise for such 
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purpose, and the terms and limitations, which should be placed upon 
such franchise, and to report to the Legislature of 1896 thereon, 
beg leave to submit the following rerort. 

With the rapia growth of Street Railways, and the great im- 
provement in the construction and operation of such railways, arises 
the imrortant question of the best and most reasonaple methods of 
protecting the rublie interests, wherever public authority is in- 
voked to confer powers and privileges. 

Intelligent and conservative opinion will be found to favor 
giving authority to grant charters to street railway companies uron 
sucn terms and conditions as shall secure tne full and just rights 
of the public, while not unduly limiting or curtailing the oprortu- 
nities of investers. Contracts between a municipality or government 
and a street railway company, based upon sound principles of justice 
and fairness, would give security to both the public and the railway 
Company. 

The Commission has deemed it best to make the Act, which pass- 
ed the House of Representatives at the Special Session of 1395, the 
basis of its celiberations, and to make such alterations, amendmer.ts 
and additions to the said Act, as in its judgement would best pro- 
tect tne interests of the Government and the community, without pla- 
eine burdensome restrictions and limitations upon rrospective rro- 
moters of an electric railway system. The result of the work of 
the Commission on these lines is embodied in the accompanying memo- 


randa, together with the act itself. 
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The members of the Commission rrefer +o leave certain portions 
of the Act to the careful consideration of the Civil Engineers in 
the Bureeu of Public Works, and the Bureau of Survey of the Govern- 
ment: viz., to determine what streets and roads in the city of Hono- 
lulu and vicinity should be selected for the use of such electric 
street railway, and what bridges should be crossed by such railway. 
The Commission however is of the opinion that no electric street 
railway should be allowed to cut through Thomas Square, or to occupy 
Hotel Street in its rresent very narrow state, and that no portion 
of the Beach Road to Waikiki should be used by such street railway 
company, unless such company secures its own right of way outside 
of the present limits of such Beach Road. 

The attention of the Legislature is resrectfully called to the 
fact that the widest and most suitable streets in the city of Hono- 
lulu and vicinity, are already occupied by the lines of the Hawaiian 
Tramways Company Limited, under the terms and conditions of its 
charter, which remains in force until Sept. 15th 1916. it is possi- 
ble that the Company may avail itself of the rrivilege granted by 
the Legislature, of adopting electricity as its motive power, but it 
is very doubtful that this wili be done within the limit of time 
allowed, and therefore such f~ossibility can hardly be taken into 
account in considering the rroposed electric railway system for 
Honolulu and its vicinity, with a view to regulating the same under 
an Act, Granting a franchise. 


Being informed that an elaborate plan, for regulating and 
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widening certain streets in Honolulu, and for extending others, and 
for opening new streets, hus been carefully prerered by the Bureau 
of Surveying for the Government, and thet the carrying out of such 
plan is only a vatter of time, frerhars not a very long time either, 
the Commission deems the present not an opportune time for passing 
the Act as yproposed. 

The construction of the proposed electrice railway system, on 
certain streets of the city, and on terms and conditions binding 
the government for a term of thirty PA wouid certainly interfere 
with the contemplated imrrovements, and rrove inconvenient to the 
public. 

In the opinion of the Commission, there is not sufficient 
reason for urging of immediate action to outweigh the arguments 
which would favor caution, and delay in granting a franchise on nec- 
essarily broad lines, for the future developement of the city. The 
great advance constantly being made in electrical arpliances for 
street railway PUTTOSES, especially in the developement of the stor- 
age battery system, renders it almost certain that nothing would be 
lost to the community by postponing for a time, the passage of the 
proposed act. The yroposed routes for the various lines of street 
railway, as defined in the Act of 1895, are far from satisfactory 
to the Commission, and its members are of the opinion that the mat- 
ter should be postroned until some of the more important strect 
widenings, extensions and openings have geie accomplished facts. 


With a view to securing desired information in regard to the 
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construction and operation of Electric Street Railways in the cities 
and towns of the United States, and of the terms and conditions of 
the franchise and charters, under which they are built and operated, 
Mr. Frank £. Dodge, of the Bureau 3f Surveying, and a member of the 
commission, was sent abroad last year, and he srent about two months 
meking investigations. 

The Commission thougnt that in é matter of so much importance to the 
public, it would be well to make a study of the various systems in 
use there, ana the results of his inspection are rartly embodied in 
the rrorosed amendments and additions to the Act of 1895, attached 
to this rerfort. He visited a great many cities where electric trac- 
tion is in successful oreration, and secured many reports from city 
and railway officials, and copies of charters and franchises granted 
to such companies, and these have heen of great value in makirg up 
this rerort. it is not necessary to report in detail upon all the 
matters looked into, but much valuable information was obtained, and 
it has peen used by this Commission. 

Such matters as the fixing of the rates of fare, regulating 
and limiting the speed of the cars in the city ara suburbs, estab- 
lishing ,by law, limitations of the right of way, are of such import- 
ance as to be embodied in the Act itself, 

Other matters of detail in the construction and operation of 
the railing, are herewith submitted and rroposed to be embodied in 
the rules and regulations, which the Executive Council and the Min- 


ister of the Interior may, under the terms of the charter, establish 
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for the safety and the comfort of the public, and for the greater 
efficiency of the electric railway service. 

The attention of the Commission has been called to the exclu- 
sive franchise granted in 1892, to the Hawaiian Electric Co. and 
the poasible conflict between that franchise and the franchise pro- 
posed under the Act now under consideration. 

Your attention is resrectfully called to Sectior 13 of Chapter 
CVII of the Laws of 13892 under the head of "An Act to Regulate and 
Control the Production and Furnishing of Zleetricity in Honolulu.” 

The Commissioners do not deem it their duty to exrress an 
opinion upon this subject. 

An Act of 1895 containing no adequate rrovision for forfeiture 
of the franchise, in whole or in yart, in case of a failure by the 
Company to comply with alli the conditions under which such franchise 
is to be granted. Some provision should certainly te inserted eith- 
er by requiring voncs to be filed for the faithful yerformance of 
all the ets required under the terms of the franchise, or by fines, 
or by rorfeiture of the franchise itself. 

Such details as the kind and the amount of the bonds, the 
ménner of filing them, the amount of fines, and the manner of en- 
forcing them should be fixed in the Act under which the franchise 
is granted. 

Mr. Dodge's actual travelling expenses amount to $387.25, and 
the incidental expenses of the Commission bringing the total expend- 


iture ur to $305.50. 
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Tne Commission resrectfully ask that this amount be inserted 
in the Arrrorriation Bili at the present session, to reimburse the 
member for the outlay.

NOTES ON MUNICIPAL REGULATIONS. 


Suggested by the Commission. 


Municiral In generai a municirality has the rower to regulate 
Regulations, and control the business carried on within its lim- 


its, and may require a street railway comrany to do 
whatever is required for the health, safety and welfare of the feo- 
rie. 

The authority to enact measures for these yurroses never pass- 
es from the reopie, all corporate rights being aecepted subject to 
this sovereign rower, Thus it is held that the municipality has the 
right to rrescribe the degree of care in operating the cars, regula- 
ting the sreed and stops, frescribing the methods of cleaning and 
sprinkling the traecxs, regulating the track and equipmert, and regu- 
lating fares and requiring cars to run at certain hours, and at 
fixed intervals and the like. 

Many of these matters are settled by the franchise of the 


Company, and many others are matters of local ordinance or of police 
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regulations. 

The method of enforcing them is by fine or forfeiture. 

There are many rules and regulations for the orerations of a 
street railway system, which are not necessarily embodied in the 
franchise, but in the case under consideraation, they are suggested 
py the Commission, to be adopted by the Minister of the Interior, or 
by the Executive Council, under the authority herewith granted. 

Among the more important rules and regulations, the Comis- 


sioners would recommend the following: 


Conductors. mach and every cer shall be in charge of a uniformal 
conductor, who shall call out the names of cross streets, as the 
car approaches them. 

Conductors and motermen shall keer up a reasonable lookout 
for intended rassengers, at all strect crossings. 

Conductors and motermen shall wear a distinctive uniform at 
all times when on duty. 

Passengers shall pay to the conductor the rfrorper fare, upon 


entering the car, or when requested by the conductor to ray such 


fare, 

Change to the amount of $1.00 shail be furnished by the Con- 
ductor.

REPORT OF JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE. 


Under Suspension of the Rules, 
Mr. Brown for Joint Judiciary Committee presented the following: 
Honolulu, April 18, 1896. 
President of the Senate, 
Sir: 

The Joint Judiciary Committee of the Senate and House of 
Representatives to whom was referred the Report of the Commission 
appointed in March, 1898 to revise and codify the penal laws, having 
had under consideration the draft of a penal code submitted by the 


Commission, beg leave to report as follows: 
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We are free to say that the work of the compiler has been 
thoroughly and carefully done and though there is much in the pro- 
posed code to commend, it makes many changes, the adoption of which 
we cannot advise at rresent. 

The adoption of the proposed code in its present form would 
necessitate the codification of the civil laws upon parallel lines 
in order to make a complete and uniform system. We do not think 
the time opportune to make any such radical change but are of the 
opinion that a compilation of the penal laws is desirable as the 
present code is out of print. 

After making some few amendments which can be done at this 
Session of the Legislature the penal laws should be compiled and 
Published in the same manner as the civil laws were compiled in 1884 
This should be done without delay and we recommend that an arpropria

ist. That they are importing jewelers, watch makers and 
repairers and silver smiths residing in Honolulu, paying taxes and 
otherwise contributing to the support and maintenance of the Govern- 
ment. 

end. That during the time when the duties on various art- 
icles rertaining to their trade were placed at ten rer cent said 
business was fairly prosperous, and the duties received by the Gov- 
ernment were constantly on the increase, as will be seen by refer- 


ring to the following table of jewelers materials imported and pay- 


ing duty. 

First, at 10% duty, Second, at 25% duty.

1887 37,986.95 - $3,798.69 1893 17,072.41 - 4,268

It will thus be seen at once that the increase of duties has 
not benefitted the the Government, and it has very seriously in- 
jured the business of your petitioners, which file off at once on 
the increase of duty. There is good ground for believing and your 
petitioners and others who have srecial acquaintance with this busi- 


ness do believe that since the increase in the rate of duty, large 
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quantities of gold, jewelry, precious stones and diamonds have been 
smuggled, to the loss and damage of legitimate business, without in- 
creasing the national.revenues, and persons who have engaged in va- 
rious branches of the jewelry business have been thrown out of work. 
Some have been compelled to leave the country. 

3rd. Your petitioners further rerresent that the increase 
in duties above referred to has resulted in driving away trade and 
business from the Islands in this line if in no other, and has only 
resulted in the purchase in other countries of jewelers goods and 
jewelry, which otherwise would have been bought in these Islands, 
and from which cause they have been compelled to reduce stocks, 
thus decreasing taxes, 

4th. We believe that if the duties are restored to a ten 
per cent rate, the amount of goods which will be imported through 
the Custom House will so largely increase as to make very little, 
if any, difference in the Customs Receipts on account of the re- 
duction, while it will increase the business of your retitioners and 
enable others to engage in this business, which is, your petitioners 
respectfully aver, an appropriate and laudable subject of legisla- 
tion, and which it is the duty of your honorable body to encourage 
as representing the interests of the country. 

They further resrectfully call your attention to the fact that 
in the United States of America diamonds are about to be placed upon 
the free list, and the duties and charges upon some other stones 


have been decreased until they are practically on the free list.

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WHEREOF your Petitioners respectfully pray that an Act may be 
passed restoring the duty of ten per cent uron such jewelers goods 
as were placed upon the high tariff list in 1892; and your petition- 
ers will ever pray.

That they are lessees for twenty five years of that tract of land 
known as Puuwaawaa in North Kona, acquiring possession of the same 
from the Crown Land Commissioners at an auction in Honolulu on the 
wae es Gay... . . 1893 at the rental of $1210.00 per annum. 

That under the terms of the lease your petitioners are com- 
yelled to expend in improvements, the sum of Three Thousand Dollars, 
in erecting buildings, fences, within the period of the first three 
years, to clear lantana off said land, to maintain and preserve the 
forest, to improve and maintain such improvements as if said lands 
were actually your retitioners' in fee simple. 

That since the first day of December, 1898, your petitioners 
have expended the sum of Fifty One Hundred Dollars in various im- 
provements on the land, in buildings, fences, cisterns and water 


tanks and have expended various sums for foreign and domestic fruit 
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trees and plants, in building roads in different sections of the 
land which were impassable before, in clearing lantana which had 
taken a good hold on certain portions of the land and in partially 
erecting fences for forest preservation. 

Notwithstanding such outlays as enumerated above it has come 
to the knowledge of your petitioners that a vast outlay is yet to 
be expended yearly in rooting and checking the growth of lantana, in 
building and maintaining in order roads, in further fencing for for- 
est preservation and in planting kiawe and other valuable trees 
near the sea coast. 

And further said tract adjoins the Ahuruaa of Kaupulehu, 

North Kona, and it has been stated upon accurate information that 
the grazing land does not contain the number of acres your petition- 
ers bargained for and leased, the boundary between Kaurpulehu and 
said leasehold is not and never has been upon the site and location 
which your retit‘oners at such auction sale understood, but that 
such boundary is further on the Kohala side of said Kaupulehu line, 
and which if true will result to your petitioners of a loss of about 
(300) Three Hundred Acres of heavy timber land, to which your peti- 
tioners submit is a reasonable, sufficient and justifiable cause 
why a reduction in rent as prayed for be allowed. 

Therefore it becomes our duty to ask of your honorable body 
the enactment of a resolution to allow us a reduction in the rent 
of said leasehold, to the sum of ($500.) Five Hundred Dollars rer 


annum, deeming said sum a fair, reasonable and just rental consider- 
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~ing the expense, conditions and situation of your petitioners, and 
in consideration also of the fact of the small sum of One Hundred 
and Fifty Dollars rent rer annum paid on said land for 30 years, 
when said property was in good and fair condition, and void of the 
noxious plant called "Lantana, and who, upon surrendering the prem- 
ises, left no improvements or signs that any has been made.

Your Committee on Public Lends ana Internal Improvements 
to whom was referred Senate Bill No. 13, being "An Act to provide 
for the acquiring and reserving certain land to be used for public 
furfoses in the Town of Hilo, Island of Hawaii” have had the matter 
under consideration and recommend to leave out the Waiolama stream 
and the Kukuau land above Front Street, which would be difficult to 
acquire, a large portion of the land along the water front is now 
owned by the Government, and most of the remainder can probably be 
acquired by exchange for land in other locations, without any prac- 
tical loss or expense to the Government. 

We find that private owners are unwilling to rart with their 
land with the rrovision of Seetion 4, retained in this Act, and 
recommend that Section 4 be stricken out. 

And we recommend that Sections 1 and 2 be amended as above 
set forth, to read as follows: 

Section 1. The Minister of the Interior is hereby autho- 
rized and emrowered to acquire, either in the way of donation by 
the owners, or by exchange for land of equal value, whenever it is 
practicable, and to hold, use and possess, for public purposes, all 
of the land, real estate, and right of way, that lies along the 
water front of the town of Hilo, Island of Hawaii, South and East 


of the Wailuku river, being all of the land and sand peach that lies 
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between the sea and Front Street to the South Easterly bank of the 
Waiolama stream, thence all of the land and sand beach lying between 
the sea and the canal to the Waiakea River; thence from the mouth 
of said river, a strip of land 400 feet wide along the water front 
of the land called -Makaoku- also all of the land of Makaoku and 


Cocoanut Island. 


Section 2. All those portions of said land and real es- 
tate now owned by the Republic of Hawaii, or that may be acquired 
under this Act, commencing at the line drawn from the Sea to Front 
Street, on the boundary between the lands of Punahoa and Ponahawai; 
thence along the makai line of Front Street to the South East bank 
of the Waiolama stream; thence along said South East bank to the 
Canal; thence along the Canal to the Waiakea River; thence along 
said river to the se&, including all of the land and sand beach to 
low water mark within said limits, and also all the land of Makaoku 
that may not be required for wharfage or storage rurposes; and Co- 
coanut Island shall be set apart and held by the Minister of the 
Interior, to be used as a Public Park.

chosen by the party instituting the proceedings, and in that way as 
a rule the small and unimportant matters would be tried by the Com- 
missioner at a comparatively small cost. House Bill No. 20, re- 
reals the Act relative to the Commissioners of Private Ways and 
Water Rights and places the whole matter in the Circuit Courts. 

This Committee does not believe that the passage of this Act (No 20) 
will be of any benefit, but will be a hardship upon the poorer clas 
as it will double the costs and in outer circuits will be of great 
inconvenience, necessitating a great deal of travelling and hard- 
shir and perhaps oppression py reason of the yarty being unable from 
lack of means of prosecuting his rights, paying the costs of travel- 
ling, witnesses and other fees rendered necessary by seeking the 
Circuit Judge. Where as under the law on the Statute Book each

"Section 7. The taxes due from poll tax, school tax and road 
tax, under this act may be worked by the person taxed (in the dis- 
cretion of the tax-assessor) on the public roads of the district 
where he resides under the direction of the Road Board of such Dis- 
trict, but in the District of Kona, Island of Oahu, under the ài- 
rection of the Road Supervisor, at the rate of fifty cents a day, 
for at least ten hours work. The certificate of the chairman of 
such Road Board or of the Surervisor for the District of Kona, 


Island of Oahu, that such taxes have been worked out shall exempt 
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such rerson from arrest for non payment of taxes."
